August 10% Ahead of

EW YORK, Sept. 23.— 

The automotive parts and 
accessory business, which de- 
clined in July to a point ma- 
terially below the spring lev- 
els, was gaining rapidly 
throughout August and Sep- 
tember, according to the Ma- 
tor and Accessory Manufac- 


turers Association. 

Members’ 
ran substantially above the aggre- 
gate for every month since last 
October, except March, April and 
May. September business was gen- 
erally recorded as showing a slight 
increase over August. 

The M. & A. M. A. Business 
Bullctin, monthly statistical pub- 
licat'on of the association, shows 
the shipments of members at an 
index figure of 152 for August 
as compared with 133 for July 
and 141 for June, the basic index 
of 100 being the January, 1925, 
figure. 

Parts and accessory shipments to 
car and truck manufacturers for 
original equipment reached an ag- 
gregate index figure of 157 for 
August as compared with 135 for 
July, 140 for June and 145 for May. 
Indexes of aggregate shipments to 
the trade for August were as fol- 
lows: Replacement parts, 120, as 
compared with 117 in July; 135 in 
June, and 177 in May; accessories, 
131, as compared with 127 for July, 
140 for June and 183 for May; shop 
machinery and tools, 166 as com- 
pared with 142 for July, 184 for 
June and 175 for May. 

_Automotive equipment jobbers 
reporting to the association from 
all parts of the United States and 
Canada had an August business 
averaging approximately 10 per 
cent. over July and running well 
ahead of August last year. 

The continued large volume of 
ear and truck production and sales 
promises a rising curve of parts 
and accessory business for another 
month or two at least, and gives
